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THE PANAMA CANAL. 


It is fitting that the completion of tlie Panama canal 
should be celebrated by the biggest world’s fair exposition 
ever witnessed. 
That is wliat the people of San Francisco 
propose to make of the Panama exposition in 18 15. 
It will 
eclipse everything in that line that has preceded it. 
As the 
big engineering enterprise that is to unite the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans draws nearer to completion, we shall doubtless 
hear a great deal more of this work than in the past. 
Few 
in the present day realize the stupendous character of this 
task— by all odd the greatest engineering problem ever 
attempted by human skill. 
For a number of years the 
work has been vigorously prosecuted without ostentation or 
show, and while its magnitude may be guessed at from the 
enormous amount of money that has been and must yet be 
spent, the general public have but a feeble conception of the 
contract which the United States[fhas entered upon in the 
interest 
of 
the 
world’s 
commerce. 
T he 
canal 
was 
commenced by the French about 30 years ago. 
De Lesseps, 
the engineer who gained celebrity in the successful comple­ 
tion of the Suez canal, was balked after dumping between two 
and three hundred million dollars into this scheme. 
The 
Suez and Panama canals, as farjas engineering difficulties are 
concerned, are as a mole hill to a mountain. 
In the great cut 
at Culebra more dirt has been excavated already than was 
required in the entire distance of the Suez canal. 
When 
this cut is completed it will constitute a gap through the 
Andean mountain chain 600 feet from the top to the bed of 
the 
canal, 
and 
this 
gap nine miles in length, 
Forty 
thousand men are employed by Uncle Sam on the caual. 
Thirteen hundred locomotives are used, in 
conveying the 
debris and other hauling, and 300 trains pass every 24 hours 
in the busiest section. 
One million pounds of dynamite is 
used every month. 
The drill holes are bored 20 feet deep, 
and the steam shovels scoop up the small and huge rocks 
like so much sand, three shovelfuls being sufficient to fill a 
car of thirty tons, which is accomplished in one minute. 
One shovelful is equal to five cubic yards of dirt. 
Of the 40,000 employes on the big ditch about 30,000 are 
negroes, mostly from tlie West Indies, and they receive 90 
cents per day of nine hours, and board. 
The white laborers 
are paid on an average double this rate. 
More than 40 tons 
of silver is paid out to the colored workers for wages ever^ 
month, the white employes are on a gold basis. 
It is estimated that one third of the digging was ac­ 
complished under the French administration. 
During the 
few years of American control one-half of the balance has 
been excavated, which shows how vastly more efficient is the 
American system than the French. 
All the costly material 
used by the French, and which came into the possession of 
the United States on the payment of $40,000,000, was dis­ 
carded, and relegated t o ‘the junk pile. 
Under the French 
system it cost $4 per cubic yard to remove the dirt; 
The 
total cost under the existing regime does not exceed $1.25 
per cubic yard. 
Digging dirt is by no means the only difficulty to be en­ 
countered. 
The Chagres river, which drains a ¡water-shed 
having a precipitation of 150 inches of rain in a season, 
must be controlled. 
The canal follows this river for a large 
portion of the distance, and actually crosses it about fifteen 
times. 
Its flood waters are to be controlled, forming a vast 
inland sea twenty-seven miles loug and 80 feet deep, with a 
system of habors for the biggest ships afloat, and locks for 
raising or lowering vessels, so as to overcome the difference 
between the sea-level of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 


A question has arisen as to when registration closes for 
the coming city election. 
A t a general election no citizen 
can vote unless registered at least 25 days prior to the 
election. 
The object of this provision is to allow time for 
the printing of the great register. 
As there will be no 
register printed specially for the city election, it is not likely 
that auy restriction will be imposed as regards the time of 
registration. 
If the last printed register is used atj'the polls, 
the voter’s name thereon w ill be prima facie evidence of his 
right 
to 
vote. 
Those not thereon, but who have been 
registered this year, can vote on certificate if no supple 
meutal list of those registered is furnished to the election 
officers. 
As changes have been made in the boundaries of 
election precincts, it is advisable for every voter to get on 
the new register, and thereby avoid all possibility of con­ 
fusion or challenge.

of 


school funds, 
as 
$550 
from state 
and 


county funds willbe allotted 
to every 


district for every 
seventy- census 
chil- 


dren or fraction of seventy not less than 
twenty. 
By law the calculation 
of one 


teacher is thus made 
to every seventy 


census children. 
There 
are 
now 3234 


grammar school districts in California. 


Under the direction of the state 
office 


census 
report blanks 
are now 
being 


printed 
to the number 
of 30,000 
and 


400,000 of what are known as field notes 
are also being printed 
for use 
by the 


census marshals. 
These blanks will be 


ready for distribution in a 
few days, 


together withall other blanks necessary 
for school 
elections, etc. 
The 
census 


blanks have been entirely revised, 
and 


willbe issued in a far more 
convenient 


and workable form than before. 
All old 


blunks willbe useless. 


The law provides that census marshals 


must visit every 
home 
and ask 
ques- 


tions called for on the 
official.census 


blank, duly noting the answers. 
The law 


now provides that after enumerating

children of the family, the person

sign a certificate stating that the items 
and data given arc correct.

fails thus to sign the certificate is held

PRIMARY LAW. 


Cirbular Letter Sent Out by 


Attorney General 
Webb 


The following is an 
excerpt 
from a 


letter sent out by attorney-general 
Webb 


to the various 
county officers of the 


state, relative to the 
workings of the 


primary law: 


1. 
No voter can sign any candidate's 


petition unless 
he 
has registered 
this 


year and designated 
his 
political party 


on the great register of the county, 
i 2. 
No elector can 
vote to nominate 


candidates 
of his party at the primary 


election to be held August 10, 191C, un- 
less such elector registers this year. 


3. 
Every elector 
when 
registering 


this year 
must 
designate 
the political 


party of which he is a 
member, 
if he 


wishes to vote at 
the primary or sign 


1petitions of candidates. 
I Under this decision 
certain prelimi- 


nary 
matters 
affecting 
the 
primary 


elections for congressional, 
state, county 


land township officers this year 
become 


of the utmost importance. 


At the primary election to be held 


on August 16, 1010. the candidates of all 
|political parties for congressional, 
state, 


county and 
township 
offices 
will be 


nominated by the 
people 
who vote on 


that day. 


Registration for the 
August 
primary 


ceases 
on July 26, 1910. 
I 
Allcandidates' 
Dctitions for congres- 


sional, 
state, 
county 
and 
township 


offices must 
be 
filed with the 
county 


clerk not later than July 16, 1910. 


You willreadily 
see 
that 
unless 
a 


vigorous effort is made in every 
county 


of the state to get every voter registered 
at once the true purpose of the primary 
law is in danger of being defeated. 


The purpose of the primary law is

of 


nominees of the 
party of which each

traviolet pictures have the bright craters
